The Registrar-General's estimate of the population at the 
Mid-year was 54310 which is 86 less than the previous year, 


THE BIRTH-RATE (15.25) is below the rate of last year 15.5 
and also below the previous ten years average. The Rate for 
England and Wales for 1936 was 14.8. 


THE DEATH-RATE (16.5) is below the rate of the previous 
year, but the deaths again exceeded the births by seven. 


Using the factor supplied by the Registrar General in 
order to make it comparable from a mortality point of view, 
with the crude death-rate of the country as a whole or with the 
Morscelery ot any other local aréa, the crude death-rate of which 
has been Similarly modified with its own factor for the purpose, 
the resulting adjusted death-rate is 12.8, as compared with 13.1 
for England and Wales for the year 1936.

The death-rate from Respiratory Tuberculosis for the year 
was .18 per 1000 of the population and for Cancer 1.11; both 
these fates are 4 great improvement on last year, for the area, 
and are well below the rates for the Countyyas a whole.

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GENERAL PROVISION of HEALTH SERVICES for the ARBA. 
1. Public Health Officers of the Authority. 


Mr. J. E. Parkinson has been Sanitary Inspector since May 
by ee He holds the certificate of the Royal Sanitary Institute 
and in addition to his ordinary duties is Superintendent of 
scavenging, Neat Inspector and Water Engineer. A contribution 
is made to his salary and that of the Medical Officer of Health 
under the Public Health Acts. 


2. Laboratory facilities. The County Council Laboratory at 
Worcester undertakes bacteriological and chemical examinations 
of pathalogical specimens and water samples. 


Ambulance facilities. Tenbury Hospital provides an ambu-

lanee for the removal of accidents and other cases. 


Nursing in the Home. There are District Nurses working in 
the parishes of Lindridge, Hardiston and Tenbury. 


There are no Clinics or Centres in the area, 


Hospital. There is a poor-law Hospital at Tenbury, and 
mieeeoetord COttage Hospital on, the border of the district is 
Managed and supported chiefly by the town and district of Tenbury. 


SANITARY CIRCUNSTANCES OF THE AREA. 


T, “Water. The piped supply to Tenbury was very satis- 
factory during the year. Fou phundred.and fifteen houses are 
now connected to it. seventy-one samples of water were sent 
Toreseneriveis by the Sanitary Inspector to Worcester County 
Laboratory. 


Contaminated or deficient water supplies were dealt with 
at twenty-two houses, and seven wells were sunk and three 
cleaned out and repaired. 


Peeesupply to the rural parts of the area is on the whole 
very good and although many of the wells are shallow, there is 
Beidom any deficiency. 


2. Drainage and sewerage. Drains were relaid at twenty-six 
houses and repairs carried out at twenty-two. Twenty-nine privies 


Ore part closets were converted into water closets, and twenty- 
seven houses connected to the sewer. 

The increasing amount of sewage which gets into the Teme 
or Kyre brook makes the consideration of 4 sewerage works for 
Tenbury Town a matter of urgency. ine Longersait 16 postponed 
the more expense will have to be incurred, because at present 
connections are made without any settled plans for the future. 


SANITARY INSPLCTION OF THE AREA. 


Mr. Parkinson states that he inspected 258 houses during the 
year in connection with outbreaks of Infectious Disease or in 
consequence of complaints, or in the course of a systematic 
sanitary survey and that 38 legal and 101 informal notices were 
served and 56 of them complied with and the necessary improvements 
completed. Sixty-seven had reference to houses, which were damp, 
Girty, or admitting rain or otherwise in a bad sanitary condition. 
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SHOPS. No action was taken during the year under the 
provisions of the Shops Act 1934, relating to ventilation and 
temperature of the shops and to sanitary conveniences, 


ERADICATION OF BiD- BUGS. No complaints were received in 


regard to premises infected with bugs and no Council house is 
believed to be so. 


SCHOOLS. The schools visited during the year were all in 
good sanitary condition and had a satisfactory water supply.

The Council completed and let twenty- houses commenced in 
the previous year at the Crescent, Tenbury, and four were erected 
by private builders. Sites were also acquired in the parishes 
of Knighton-on-Teme, Eastham, Lindridge, Stockton and Mamble and 
Suepestaken tO provide water supplies before commencing to build. 
Purcner houses will be required at Tenbury and Stoke Bliss for 
Slum clearance. 


DP 9¥visitead the Hop-pickers accommodation three times during 
the season and found many improvements had been carried at the 
instigation of the Inspectors. The conditions at most of them 
Were very satisfactory. The new ilodel Bylaws give a clear 
indication of the standard that should be aimed at and would thus 
be Of service to the Hop-growers and should I consider be adopted 
by the Council. 


INSPECTION AND SUPuHRVISION OF FOOD. 
a. Milk Supply. 


meere are 99 cowkeepers and milksellers on the Register 
with approximately 960 milking cows. One hundred and twenty- 
two inspections were made and fifty notices served for structural 
defects and insanitary conditions in the surroundings and twenty- 
nine have been complied with. Iwo producers hold licences for 
Mawerculin Tested Nilk and six for Accredited Milk in the Area. 


b. Meat ana other Foods. 
There are seven private slaughter-houses in the area, and 
they have been visited regularly; and one pig and 615 Log. OL 


meat were surrendered, because considered unfit by the Neat 
Inspector and destroyed.

There was an outbreak of Scarlet Fever at Pensax in April 
in school children and two earliest cases were sent to Worcester 
Isolation Hospital under the agreement come to last year between 
the Council and the Hospital. 


Of the three casesof Diphtheria, which were notified two 
Were in HOp—pickers at different barracks, one came from Coseley 
and the other from Coverley, near Kidderminster. All were sent 
Boepvorcescer Isolation Hospital.

I beg to submit my fifth Annual Report upon the accommodation 
provided for persons engaged in picking Hops in the Tenbury Rural 
district, during the 1936 Season. 


On the 30th July, a Circular letter was sent to growers, and 
in another Circular letter of the 2/th August, growers were remind- 
ed specially of the need for careful and regular attention to the 
closet accommodation provided for the pickers and advice was given 
as to the best methods of constructing and maintaining Pail-closets 
and Trench-Closets. Also growers were asked to make proper and 
agefinite arrangements for Scaverging and for a good general clean- 
up each day. 


All premises where pickers were to be housed were inspected 
before occupation. In accordance with the requirements of bye- 
laws, all lodgings were limewashed or otherwise cleansed before 
use. 


The Hop—picking Season, this year, was a very late one. In 
many cases, picking did not commence until the second week in 
September and proceeded slowly, owing - it was stated - to there 
being fewer pickers available this year, following upon improved 
trade conditions in the Midland towns from which pickers are 
usually drawn. 


memrur Last year there were seventeen growers in the district, 
heerespcing nineteen camps. 


Three cases of notifiable diseases were reported and dealt 
with. Two cases of Diphtheria among pickers and one case of 
Typhoid Fever, the patient being a Hop-Grower's daughter. 

The Diphtheria cases were removed to Worcester Isolation Hospital 
Ano ticeir vacated quarters properly cleansed and disinfected. 

The Sanitary Authorities for the districts from which the patients 
came were notified and a list of the names and addresses of the 
"contacts" who were sent home was supplied to the appropriate 
Authorities. 


Dr. Allan Parsons of the Ministry of Health again visited the 
district and I accompanied him on tours of inspection of pickers 
Quarters on the 4th, 5th and /th of September, 


I accompanied Sir. Kingsley Wood, Minister of Health, on his 
tour of inspection of hop-pickers accommodation on the 10th 
September. 


Sir Kingsley very carefully inspected the pickers quarters at 
the following eight farms:- Messrs. Shew & Beaumont, Stanford; 
Me. FP. Jones, Stockton Court Stockton; Mr. A. R. Firkins, The Moor, 
Lindridge; The Hardiston Farming Co., Lindridge; Mr. C. G. 
Partridge, Lambswick, Lindridge; Mr. Pudge, Woodston Kilns, 
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Lindridge; Mr. Pudge, Hastham Bridge Barracks; Mr. Nott, Talbot 
Barracks, Newnham Bridge. 


Accommodation for pickers, on the whole, was good, and further 
improvements upon last year were to be seen. 


dhere was this year a big increase in the number of gypsy 
pickers at one farm, - (Pudge, Woodston Kilns) - The gypsy pickers 
were encamped on land just beyond Eastham Bridge on the Worcester 
Road. Some of these pickers possessed vans for living and sleeping. 
Others used the usual gypsy tents constructed of hazel sticks, 
sacking and tarpaulins. 


I am not satisfied, that because these pickers are gypsies, 
that they should not be provided with proper accommodation by the 
grower. The byelaws for securing the decent lodging of persons 
engaged in the picking of Hops, Fruit and Vegetables in the Rural 
District of Tenbury, apply, irrespective of whether the pickers are 
gypsies or not. I am taking up the matter with the grower concerned 
with a view to him ceasing to employ gypsies who do not possess 
proper accommodation or if he does employ such pickers, to provide 
accommodation of the standard required by byelaws.
